Richard Aldrich is a tall, spare New 
Englander who made his name as a 
Broadway producer, then returned to 
New England to become America’s 
foremost summer-theatre impresario. 

He parlayed a stage interest that 
began at age 15 into creation of the 
straw-hat star system and his famous 
romance with stage star Gertrude 
Lawrence, which culminated in their 
much-publicized 1940 marriage in Dennis 
and her tragic death 12 years later. 

The theatre was outside the ken of his 
family, who could rightly be termed 
Boston Brahmins. Aldrich received a 
classic New England education, at the 
Edward Devotion School, Noble & 
Greenough and Harvard, and his 
mother once winced when she found 
that Miss Lawrence had sent her ice 
cream laced with something harder than 
cow’s milk. 

Although Aldrich has always fit in well 
with the theatre crowd, he seemed to 
retain a Bostonian reserve, plus a 
respect for the Yankee dollar; and a 






‘“‘maturity’’ — an ability to deal with 
almost any situation. 

Physically, he has viewed the stage 

from some distance, ever since he 
appeared in a Harvard production and 
‘‘froze,’” unable to utter a line. He did 
become president of the Dramatic Club, 
however, and from that sprang his 
entrance into professional show-biz, 
always on the managerial side; and the 
beginnings of his reputation 

as a ‘theatre doctor.” 

Aldrich was no physician, of course, 

Or even a stage Dr. Marcus Welby. The 
sobriquet derives from his talent for 
taking financially ailing theatrical 
enterprises and making them well again. 
His experience at the Cape Playhouse 
illustrates the point. Aldrich’s lawyer 
conveyed to him the call from the Cape, 
whereupon Aldrich came here and 
persuaded owner-founder Raymond 
Moore to hire Jane Cowl, then at the top 
of her fame, at a then-unheard-of 
straw-hat salary.

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Despite warnings from Aldrich’s 
friends, the maneuver worked. The sea- 


son was a financial success — it was 
1935 — and Moore decided to do the 
same thing the next summer — but 


without Aldrich. Aldrich meanwhile was 
answering another aid call, from the 
Central City Opera House Company in 
Colorado. He straightened out that 
summer Operation, and soon the Cape 
was chanting for the “theatre doctor’s”’ 
return. This occurred in 1938, after 
which Aldrich stayed with the Dennis 
Operation until he left for U.S. govern- 
ment service in Spain in 1955. 

Aldrich also founded the Cape Cod 
Melody Tent in Hyannis and was first 
managing director of the Falmouth 
Playhouse, developments that occurred 
within a year of each other around 1950 
and contributed heavily to his reputa- 
tion as America’s foremost straw-hat 
producer. Life magazine’s calling Den- 
nis ‘“‘America’s most famous summer 
theatre’ added to his lustre. 

Besides his summer-theatre exercises, 
some highlights of Aldrich’s career are 
the reopening of the old National 
Theatre in Washington, D.C.; the 
triumphal visit of London’s Old Vic 


Company to America; plus a host of hits 
from ‘‘My Dear.Children” to a four-play 
series by Helen Hayes at the Falmouth 
Playhouse. 

Having celebrated his 71st birthday 
here two weeks ago, he continues his 
interest in relaxing at The Berries, his 
home a few miles from the Cape 
Playhouse and the scene of this inter- 
view with Cape Playbill. 

CAPE PLAYBILL: How did you begin 
your interest in the theatre? 

RICHARD ALDRICH: When I was 15 
and saw a Classified ad for a reviewer for 
the Dramatic Mirror, the daily ‘‘Variety”’ 
of the times. | told them I’d like to be 
their representative in Boston, they sent 
me a press card, and | got two free tick- 
ets to all the Boston openings. | did that 
for a year. While at Harvard, | hoisted 
the Jitney Players, a roving band 
of thespians who were'the forerunner 
of summer theatre, out of financial dis- 
tress, and produced amateur theatricals 
at Nonquitt and Boston, with success 
and some notoriety. 

PLAYBILL: And after Harvard? 

ALDRICH: | got a call from a friend 
of the American Laboratory Theatre, 
started in New York the year before by

actress Maria Ouspenskaya and director 
Richard Boleslavsky of the Moscow Art 
Theatre. That was another outfit that 
wasn’t making money. | became busi- 
ness manager in the fall of ’25. Although 
| was making a good salary, | married 
debutante Helen Beals, and her father 
wanted me to go into the business 
world. | became a securities salesman 
— until the crash dried up the bond 
market in 1929. | was glad to see the 
crash come — it enabled me to get back 
into theatre. | joined the inexperienced 
producer Joseph Verner Reed and his 
partner Kenneth Macgowan and per- 
suaded them to produce ‘The Soul of 
Henry Dewlip”’ and change the title to 
‘Springtime for Henry.” It was a hit for 
us on Broadway. | also produced with 
Alfred de Liagre Jr. 

PLAYBILL: What next? 

ALDRICH: In 1935, my lawyer, John F. 
Wharton, asked me to help manage 
Raymond Moore’s Cape Playhouse in 
Dennis, which had been running for 
eight years and never made any money. 
| went to the Cape, stayed at a boarding 
house overnight, met Raymond Moore, 
then rented a house and became 
general manager. | had produced Jane 
Cowl in two plays with Macgowan and 
Reed, and so | said to Ray, ‘““Why don’t 
we get Jane Cowl up here, pay her a 
good salary, and we'll get more money 
than you ever did before.” | wanted to 
pay her $500 but she demanded $1,000, 
for a one-week show with one-week 
rehearsal. That was very low for her on 
Broadway but unheard of in a summer 
theatre. Although she was at the peak 
of her success, | knew she needed 
money and she finally agreed, at her 
price. There was so much publicity we 


KEL. af Y oul frerouth 
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sold out before the opening. She was 
wonderful as usual in the play. Another 
star, Roland Young, came later that 
Summer and we did well on that. And 
as | recall we sold out in between, too. 
In 1936 | went with Columbia Pictures 
to help pick up plays for the movies. | 
didn’t like Hollywood particularly. | had 
always been boss, and | didn’t like 
being bossed by Columbia. 

PLAYBILL: The Central City call came 
about then, didn’t it? 

ALDRICH: Yes, | helped Robert 
Edmond Jones there in ‘37, and during 
the winter season, | began producing 
on Broadway with Dick Myers. | 
returned to help the Cape Playhouse in 
1938 and ‘39. When Ray Moore died in 
early 1940, the trustees of the Raymond 
Moore Foundation, formed to operate 
the Playhouse after Ray’s death, asked 
me to take over the theatre that year. 
| stayed through 1941 when | joined the 
Navy as a lieutenant. | begged the 
trustees to close the Playhouse in 1942, 
when we were well into World War II 
and its shortages, but they insisted on 
staying open. They lost $20,000 and The 
Playhouse remained dark the next three 
years. When | returned from London | 
told them I’d take a lease and run the 
Playhouse, and continued to do so until 
1955. 

PLAYBILL: How did you get into the 
Melody Tent and Falmouth Playhouse 
operations? 

ALDRICH: In 1949, ‘‘Miss Frances’’ 
Crane of Falmouth, of the plumbing fix- 
ture family — she was once married to 
Jan Masaryk, the Czech statesman — 
came to see me. She wanted me to turn 
her huge auditorium-dance-hall-night- 
club at Coonamessett Ranch into a the- 


atre. “All right,’’ | said, ‘‘you take care 
of the alterations — put in the seats, 
air-conditioning, etc., and I'll take 


care of the operation.” She agreed, and 
| became managing director there. 

PLAYBILL: What about the Melody 
Tent? 

ALDRICH: I’d heard about St. John 
Terrell’s new Music Circus in Lambert- 
ville, N.J. At first it was almost a di- 
saster, but composer Dick Rodgers and 
the Bucks County set from across the

Delaware River in Pennsylvania 
attended some shows and praised it to 
the skies. It caught on. | said to myself, 
“If I’m not careful, I’/ll have one of these 
circuses competing with me on the 
Cape.’’ So | got Terrell to sell me his 
tent — he was getting a new, larger one 
— for $5,000. He was to deliver it to 
Hyannis. | had to come down to the 
Cape in winter for a special hearing 
before the Barnstable selectmen — we 
decided to locate in Hyannis in an 
empty field near where the Stop & Shop 
and Zayre’s are now. Was it going to be 
cheap? Or cheesy? — these were some 
of the questions. But a number of local 
people made speeches on my behalf 
and said, ‘‘We can trust Aldrich,’’ — we 
got the permission we needed. Terrell 
came up and worked with us for a 
week, and Carl Chapman of Hyannis 
Port raised the tent, became real expert 
at it and raises and lowers tents all over 
the country. 

PLAYBILL: Did the Melody Tent catch 
on? 

ALDRICH: Did it — people sat in fold- 
ing chairs on a dirt floor, but the 
operettas we presented that summer of 
1950 sold out. People were entranced 
by the color and the costumes; we had 
to put in extra chairs every week or two. 
| should tell you that we started out 
with the name Music Circus, but later, 
on the advice of my lawyer Howard 
Reinheimer, who was also Terrell’s 
lawyer, we changed it to Melody Tent. 
Eventually when | left for Spain | trans- 
ferred it to David Holtzmann. 

PLAYBILL: Wasn’t running three 
theatres at once tiring?

| did Dennis and the Melody Tent, until 
1955. That year | flew to Madrid to head 
the U.S. aid program and was responsi- 
ble for the spending of about two bill- 
ion dollars to get Spain on the road to 
recovery, and to lease us vital air bases, 
etc., over a period of six years.

PLAYBILL: You still spend consider- 
able time in Spain. 

ALDRICH: Yes. We live and pay taxes

in Spain for the winter. Our two daugh- 
ters attend the American School in Ma- 
drid — and like it.
